MILITARY AUTHORITY.
I am, however, partial to military govern¬

That truly great man.powerful intel¬
lect and powerful in will.General Andrew
Jackson-was wont to spend a part of his
summers at the Kip-Raps.

casionally and put a word or two in, hut
they had to behave themselves. They dian t
button-hole "Old Hickory." How different
was his taste from that of General Grant,
who translates the Government as well as
himself to that thronging Mecca of fashion¬
able fools and worshippers of MammoD,
"Long Branch!"
General Jackson had very bitter enemies ,

but no man ever lived who more complete¬
ly lived down hostility than he did. His
determined will necessarily made him ene¬

mies. But his well-proved honesty and pa¬
triotism changed nearly all of them to ad¬
mirers before bis death. Frontiersman as he
was raised, deprived of the polish of high
schools and social conventionalisms, he was,
nevertheless, in society the most polished
and gallant gentleman of his day.
On all State occasions, at all the grand

festivities of the White House, he shone like
sin. amongst the prophets above all the
ambassadorial representatives and above all
the senatorial great men of our owu coun¬
try. This was especially true "in regard to
bis'courtly bearing towards the ladies. For J
"¦race of manner, affability, and for putting
all in his company at ease without sacrmc-
in" a tittle of his own dignity, he was
the most remarkable man of the age. He
deserves to be held in memory as one of the

We see the
old colonial church, with its te-sellaied walls
and a few remains ante-revolutionary, and
we see the modern framed buildinp, Aitb
perpendicular weuther-imarding and slat-
covered joints, standing with its arms akimbo
with vulgar insolence beside them. Ir deed,
we see all sorts of knoeked-up dwellings and
a mottled population.
The " dark" people seem to be at houie.

the whites look like "temporaries." The
town has the look of a place that has been
pulled lirst in one direction, then another as
ambitious real estate men desired. It finally
settled down to a ragged obstinacy.the
main street running east and west.
The general appearance of things is, as I

sav restless. The earth of the peninsula
on which it stands is a garden spot, and yet
thrift is not emphatic, lu a colored respect
it seems to be the nursery of fishermen, who
are awake when the lisb bite and asleep
when thev dou't. The agriculturists (colored)
do not pursue the art earnestly nor on the
most approved principles. Fences are all
"one and the cow and the ''little bull' are
lassooed to limited grazing grouuds.
The fashions are fantastical. Among col¬

ored men the cast-off artillery suits from the
fort form a conspicuous part. I saw one
colored gentleman whose suit represented
everv year since the war began. The yearly
nieces were quilted upon it in strong but
not a verv artful manner. He was a year¬
book bound in black, blue, yellow, red, with
double back. The girls are gotten up with¬
out regard to order and in all styles. Some
flaunt, some work, some appear about the
fort or hotel, selling corn, &c. There must
be a big resurrection-gun fired at Old Point
to resurrect Hampton. I

A LITTLE END ABOUT FISHING.
I have run out a rigmarole aud have little

room for " fishing." In the fearless-sailing
boat u Shark," commanded by Captain Peter
Cook, both navigator and fisherman, of the
hue called by the Yankee " dark," 1 sailed
in and out, and across and around all the in¬
dentations, inlets, and points of the region
about Old Point, and caught more fish than
you ever heard of. After an hour's fishing if
anvbody can count out more fish than Peter
Cook counted from his .< well" on our arrival
at Old Point wharf, I will send him my felt
looped up at the side with a cockade like
General Mahone's.

I caught amongst several curious inhabi¬
tants of the salt water, a " skate." It was
the first I ever 6aw, and the strangest of
creatures. Very like a stinfjaree, it is yet
different from that fish. Underneath very
white, and on the back a muddy-yellow. Its
mouth is underneath, resembling a trap¬
door ; it has not a bonv point to the tail like
the stingaree. The skate belongs to the ray
family. The one caught was 18 inches across.
He was to me a profound stranger; but I
saluted him not as "welcome'' as did Daniel
Webster the large fish he drew in, and the
catching of which furnished him with the
<»rand commencement of his welcome to
Lafayette: uWelcome, distinguished stran¬
ger lrom another hemisphere." .

I think I had better end here, or I shall
have to try St. Andrew's remedy ot lithla
water at the Buffalo Springs.

RAILROAD COMMITTEE AT
BUFFALO 8PRINGS.

Important Action Resolved On . Citizens1
Meeting and Endorsement of the

. Propositions Adopted at the
Conference.

| The long-talked of conference between the
delegates from Richmond and the Mecklen¬
burg county committee on the Koanoke Val¬
ley Railroad was held on Saturday last, Sep¬
tember 19th, at Buffalo Springs. The Rich¬
mond delegation consisted of Colonel A. 8.
Buford, president of the Richmond and
Danville Railroad; W. T. Carrington, Esq.,
of W. T. Carrington & Co.; Colonel Beail,
of Dillon, Ellett & Co., and A. L. El'lett,
Esq. General J. R. Anderson and other
gentlemen wrote to express their regret at
not being able to attend.
The County Committee assembled early in

the day, when there were present Messrs.
Fulwar Skipwitb, L. E. Finch* G. A. Endly,
W. BaskerviUe, Jr., S. P. Thrower,^ A. JB.

St. Andrew, and tbff K«v. Tbctma Drew.
The committee sst in prlvoti&raiion
some time, and adopted Important acifon.
Colonel W. Baskerville, Jr., presided. :

THE CONFERENCE, ]
At 3 o'clock theCounty Committee and

the Richmond delegation met in conference.
W. T. Carrington, Esq., of Richmond, was

appointed chairman, and J. Ai; 0«3t. An¬
drew. of Chase City, was appointed secre¬

tary. After addresses by Ba-
ford, L. E. Finch, Esq., A. L. Ellett, Esq.,
Colonel Beall, Messrs. Thrower, Endly, St.
Andrew, and others, the following resolu¬
tion was proposed by A £. Ellefct, E«f., of |
Richmond, seconded by L. E.Fincb, Esq., j
and resoived unanimously:. I

?'That this Conference recommends . that J
the Koanoke Valley railroad be completed
to Chase City, Boydton (branching at or

near Five Forks), and Clarksville, as a
narrow gauge railroad, the people of the
county ef Mecklenburg to contribute $105,- 1
000 as follows \ A sum of 935,000 towards
the construction to Chase City ; a second!
sum of $35,000 towards the construction to J
Boydton ; and a third sum of $35,000 to- 1
wards the construction to Clarksville: thel
remaining amount required to be furnished I
by the Richmond and Danville railroad with
such assistance as the city of Richmond may
render, and the management of the railroad
to be vested in a President and Board of
Directors elected by the stockholders pro\
rata to their stock.'7 i
On motion of Captain Thrower, the Chair- [

man was requested to report the above to
the citizens' meeting. The conference then j

trusts that the people of Mecklenburg may
speedily do their part towards completing J
the arrangement." j

It was resolved, on motion of Captain I
Tucker Carrington, of Clarksville, that Colo- 1
nel Samuel Goode Jones, the distinguished J
railroad engineer of Alabama, be invited to f
address the meeting. h
The Chair appointed Captain Carrington

and Colonel Baskerville a committee to cou- j
vey to Colonel Jones the invitation of the
meeting. j

Colonel S. G. Jones having been escorted J
to thtffloor, proceed to deliver a powerful
argument in favor of the narrow-gauge sys- 1
tern of, railroads in preference to the broad
gauge. The Colonel conclusively proved !
that narrow-gauge railroads are cheaper in
construction and more economical in work¬
ing, and he bebeved that in a few years they
would see the narrow-gauge everywhere tri¬
umphant.

Captuiu W. P. Webb, Captain Carrington,
and other gentlemen having briefly spoken,
L. E. Finch, Esq., in re>ponse to an inquiry,
stated that it was not at present intended to
erect a bridge at Clarksville, but tbat Colonel
Buford bad expressed his intention to run a

steam ferry, free to passengers and freight,
until the bridge could be erected.
The meeting terminated with votes of

thanks to Colonel Jones for bis admirable
address, and to the Hon. A. D. Dickinson
for occupying the chair.

Trial of Fisher for murder in Middle.
sex County.

SECOND DAY'S PROCEEDINGS OF TIIE CIRCCIT
COURT.

[Reported for the Dispatch.J
Court called to order at 10 o'clock A. M.,

Tuesday, 15th September, 1S74, Judge Jef-
fres presiding. The jailor led the prisoner
manacled before the court. He seemed much
dejected, having a downcast, woebegone ex¬

pression. When bis shackles were removed,
however, he assumed a more cheerful counte¬
nance. A large and curious crowd sur¬

rounded the prisoner lrotn the jail to the
court-house anxious to get a view of the
man who is charged with and believed by
the entire community to be guilty of a crime
which if proven against him, he will answer
with his lite.
The counsel for the prisoner offered nu¬

merous pleas.claiming tbat a special term of
the court should not take cognizance of the
present charge, that only a regular term of
the court had jurisdiction in tbi* cause; the
prisoner, through bis counsel, protesting bis
innocence of the crime alleged against him ;
this cause was not on docket at the last reg¬
ular term, and tbat, therefore, the prisoner
ought not to be tried at a special term. All
of which pleas the court, without hesitancy,
rejected. Several pleas were offered in
abatement, but promptly rejected.

Mr. Bland moved to quash the indictment
on the ground tbat this court has no juris,
diction in this case. Overruled.
Mr. Bland then moved to quash the in¬

dictment on the ground that there was no
examination by a magistrate before or after
the indictment. Overruled.

Colonel Montague moved a general de¬
murrer. Overruled.
The prisoner was then asked by the court

whether he plead guilty or not guilty of the
charge against him. With a stammering ac¬

cent, caused by a natural impediment of
speech, he plead "not guilty."
Mr. Evans moved a continuance of this

cause to the next regular term of the cir¬
cuit court on the ground tbat there was not

a single witness recoguized to appear at this
trial for or against the prisoner. There was
no reason to believe that the prisoner would
be arraigned for trial at this special term.
Here the attorney for the Commonwealth

informed the counsel for defence tbat it was
net the business of defence to provide wit¬
nesses for the prosecution. The defence
might be sure the Commonwealth would be
well provided for.
Mr. Bland argued that not one of the coun¬

sel for the prisoner was notified that an au¬

topsy of the body of John W. Ross would
be had on Thursday, 17th of September. He
declared tbat important evidence in favor of
the prisoner had comc to the knowledge of
counsel for defence since the indictment of
Monday, 14th instant, which was not before
discovered; also, a witness whose evidence
is absolutely material for the defence is now
quite sick and unable to be in attendance on
the court.
The court informed the counsel for de¬

fence that he should require them to make
affidavit to the above facts, and requested
them to prepare their affidavits while the
court took a recess for one hour.
The court assembled again at 3 o'clock P.

M. The counsel, after considerable delay,
presected their affidavits. The judge, after
caiefully reading these sworn statements, in¬
formed the counsel that he saw nothing in
the papers which was significant. The pa¬
pers only stated that to the best of the
knowledge of the counsel the evidence of the
absent witness was material, and did not
state tbat it wr.s known ot a certainty. He
saw nothing In these affidavits of counsel
and prisouer to justify a countinuaDce.
Counsel for defence here seemet! much ex¬

cited, for they well knew that iu failing to
get a continuance their case would be lost,

They then stated that Governor Montague
was tb^lptaterlai wifnesa tbey bed Reference
to, and tbat their ciicnt could not with aafoty
to his life go into the trisl io the absence of
Governor Montague's testimony. Tbe coun¬

sel thdugh^indeed, tbat tbte evidence would
.prove the guilt, of other parties.and excul¬
pate the* prisoner.
The whole people wero much astonished

at this position of Governor Montague,
knowing thai-he was.quite active in tbex¬
amination before the coroner's Jary, and was
greatly instrumental in sending Fisher to
jtil for farther trial,: having heard him, also,
express himself as decidedly of the opinion
that Fisher was the guilty party.
After considerable discussion on the part

of the defence (the prosecution were satisfied
tbat the court would decide properly and
according to law) and great hesitancy of the
court, a continuance was granted on the
ground, as stated above, tbat Governor
Montague's evidence was vital to the inter¬
est of the prisoner, and that the Governor
could not attend the court fn consequence of
illness.
The grand jury was then dismissed till

October 14, 1874, when the Fisber case will
again be called.
The autopsy ws» held by Dr. W; K. Gate-

wood, at the request of the Commonwealth,
Friday, September 17, 1874. There were;
found three leaden bullets near the region
.of the heart, each of which would weigh j
down three buck-shot. Besides, several
small sbot were found imbedded in the heart.
These bullets are said to compare precisely
with a number of bullets discovered by the;
Richmond detective, aided by a party who
.assisted Fisher in burying tbem.
